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RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 



Dear Sir: 



In the Office Action mailed March 23, 2005 (the "Office Action"), the Examiner set forth a 
Restriction Requirement that identified what the Examiner has characterized as six (6) distinct 
inventions. In particular, the Examiner suggested in the Office Action that the present application 
contains claims directed to the following six inventions: 

I. - Claims 3, 8 and 14, drawn to the optical devices with TN cell, classified in class (class 

not identified by the Examiner in the Office Action), subclass 1; 



n. - Claims 5 and 12, drawn to the optical devices with a semiconductor or gas laser, 
classified in class 349, subclass 1; 

II. - Claims 6 and 13, drawn to the optical devices with a distributed feedback laser, classified 
in class 349, subclass 1; 

HI. - Claims 9 and 18, drawn to the optical devices with a lens in a particular location, 
classified in class 349, subclass 1 ; 

IV. - Claim 16, drawn to the optical devices with garnet, classified in class 349, subclass 1 ; 

and 

V. - Claim 1 7, drawn to the optical devices with a permanent magnet, classified in class 349, 
subclass 1. 

As indicated above, the Examiner has listed "Invention II" twice in the Office Action - 
accordingly, Applicant believes that the above-identified inventions should be renumbered as 
follows: "Invention II" corresponding to claims 6 and 13 should be renumbered "Invention III;" 
"Invention III" corresponding to claims 9 and 1 8 should be renumbered "Invention IV;" "Invention 
IV" corresponding to claim 16 should be renumbered "Invention V;" and, "Invention V" 
corresponding to claim 17 should be renumbered "Invention VI." 

In response to the Restriction Requirement set forth in the Office Action, Applicant hereby 
elects the invention corresponding to claims 6 and 13 (presently identified as "Invention II" by the 
Examiner, but should be renumbered "Invention III" as explained above), directed to optical devices 
with a distributed feedback laser, for examination, without traverse. 

Applicant notes that the Examiner has stated in the Office Action that "all non-listed claims 
are consider linking claims, and will be examined with the elected group." While the Examiner has 
not stated as much in the Office Action, Applicant notes that "should any linking claim be allowed, 
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the restriction requirement must be withdrawn. Any claim(s) directed to the nonelected invention(s), 
previously withdrawn from consideration, which depends from or includes all the limitations of the 
allowable linking claim must be rejoined and will be fully examined for patentability." See, e.g., 
Manual of Patent Examining Procedure §§ 809, 809.03. 

An action on the merits of all the claims and a Notice of Allowance thereof are respectfully 
requested.
